They laugh at You and hit You, 
and then they condemn You to death. 

You suffer all this quietly 

because I disobeyed God’s Law. 

When You judge my soul after I die, 
be kind to me and forgive me!

JESUS TAKES HIS CROSS 


JESUS, You take up the Cross 
which my sins made for You.

Teach me to carry my cross each day 
for love of You,

which was so dear to You.

JESUS FALLS TO THE GROUND 
FOR THE FIRST TIME 


JESUS, by Your first fall 
under the heavy Cross, 
make up for my pride 
which led me into sin. 

Make me humble and kind 
that I may be like You. 

When I fall into some sin, 
help me to get up again 
by being sorry for the sin 
and by trying very hard 
never to hurt You again.

JESUS MEETS HIS MOTHER 


JESUS, You meet Your dear Mother Mary 
who is very sad 

because she sees how much You 
suffer, 

and You never did any wrong. 

Her pain is very great 

because she loves You so much. 

O my Mother Mary, I am sorry 
for having hurt Jesus and you. 

Make me love Jesus as you did 
and help me to be good 
that I may save my soul. 

Lord Jesus crucified, 
have mercy on me!

SIMON HELPS JESUS 
CARRY HIS CROSS 

JESUS, the men make Simon help You 
to carry Your heavy Cross, 
because You are very tired. 

I want to help You carry the Cross 
by saying, “Jesus, all for You” 
when I have something hard to bear. 

You told me to carry my Cross 
that I may be like You. 

I want to walk after You each day 
with my cross on my shoulder 
to show how much I love You.

THE FACE OF JESUS 


JESUS, Veronica has pity on You 
and gives You a cloth 
on which You leave the picture 
of Your holy face.

Make me kind and pure

JESUS FALLS TO THE GROUND 
FOR THE SECOND TIME 


JESUS, my sins made You fall once again 
under Your heavy Cross. 

I hope to get Your grace 
by going to Confession 
and Holy Communion often 
and by saying my prayers 
to keep me from falling into sin. 

Give me light to see what to do 
and strength to do it. 

All my life let me never stop trying 
to do Your holy Will.

JESUS MEETS THE WOMEN 
OF JERUSALEM 


JESUS, the good women are crying 
to see You in such pain. 

You tell them not to cry 

but to be sorry for their sins 
and the sins of their children. 

Help me to be very sorry 
for having offended You 
when I disobeyed my heavenly 
Father 

Please forgive me, Jesus, 

and never let me hurt You 
by any willful sin.

JESUS FALLS FOR THE THIRD TIME 


JESUS, You take each step to Calvary 
for love of me, to save my soul. 
You fall again,

I find it hard to obey, 

even to think of You and pray, 
and offer up some little pain 
to show You how much I love You 
and that I really care.

THE SOLDIERS TEAR OFF 
JESUS’ CLOTHES 

JESUS, at last You come to Calvary. 
Like a lamb led to death 
You do not say a word, but pray.

The soldiers tear off Your clothes, 
and Your wounds begin to bleed 
again. 

Take away from me anything at all 

that may keep me from loving You

JESUS IS NAILED TO THE CROSS

JESUS IS TAKEN FROM THE CROSS 


JESUS, Your friends put Your body 
into Your Mother’s arms. 

Thirty-three years before, 
she gave You to us 
a sweet Child of Bethlehem. 

Now we give You back to her 
torn, bleeding, and dead. 

Our sins have cut her heart 

like a sharp sword of sorrow, 
yet she prays for us, her children, 
for You gave her to us as a mother 
when You were dying on the Cross.
